ponement. In the two weeks since 
then, press and public pregsure 
against the proposal built up. Mr. 
Koliek conducted effective negotia- 
tions within his own party and with 
the other members of the coalition 
over the weekend in order to come 
up with the resolution approved last 
night almost unanimously. 

It read in part: “The Committee 
favours building in the area in ac- 
cordance with the Outline Plan pres- 
ently being discussed by the Dis- 
trict Planning Commission.”

Erased ‘Jew’ 
on ED. card,

BAIA. — A crippled veteran of 


the War of Indepencence who 
seratchec out the word “Jew” on 


his idendty card was fined 1.100 
jn the Magistrates’ Court here on 
Friday.

GAZA MAN 
MURDERED 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 
GAZA, — The chairman of the 
Snati quarter's local committee, Ha- 
bib Ismail el-Marbiti, 45, was mur- 
dered before dawn yesterday. 
His body, with six fullets in t, 


id. was found by police at 7 am in 


the Rimal quarter, just over a kilo- 
metre from his home. He was clad 
in pajamas. 

Hl-Marbiti, according to the 
family, was called out of his house 
at 3.30 am. by “three or four men,” 
armed with MEalachnikov sub- 
machineguns. When he failed to re- 
turn, the familly called the police. 

A father of 10, el-Marbiti had 
been employed as ἃ clerk in the 
Gaza trate’s Court until his 
election to the Shatt committee in 
October. He head been active in 
community affairs and initlated a 
number of projects for municipal 
improvements in the quarter. 

More than 4,000 persons attended 
el-Marbiti’s funeral after. 
noon. Many of them bit- 
terness over the murder, which is 
believed to have been politically 
motivated. If this fs the case, it 
would be the first political murder 
im the Gaza Strip since January 
9, 1912. 

Security forces are investigating, 
but no arrests have been made yet.

Two die 
in Ulster 
blast 


BELFAST {UPI}. — Police search- 


ing for the source of an explosion po 


heard during the night in a rural 
area yesterday found the blast- 
mutilated bodies of a man and 
young woman lying near Strangford 
Loch. 


4 police spokesman said both had 
been killed by the premature ¢x- 
plosion of a bomb apparently in 
their possession, 

The deaths, the first in three 
days, raised the toll to 720 persons 
kied in Ulster violence since Au- 
gust 1969. 

Forensic experts were called to 
the scene in an isolated tree farm 
on the banks of the doch, 40 kms. 
east of Belfast, but were unable to 
determine the identity of the bodies 
immediately.

Mr. Fortuna's bill, carrying the 
signature of 32 other Socialist dep- 
ties, would permit abortion if 
three doctors attest that continued 
pregnancy endangers ‘the physical 
and mental health" of the woman. 
Present jaw forbids abortion under 
any circumstances. Those who 
undergo or perform abortions are 
Hable to prison terms of up to five 
years. 

The Italian bishops, refiecting the 
thinking of the Vatican, stated that 
the right to be born is a funda- 
mental right.

The annual average gives a more correct objective picture.

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there is no doubt. The second reason 15 that ἃ section of ha 
workers do not accept tho authority of the Histadrut, and th 
section mekes dociaiong contrary to Histadrut pelicy. 

Although we here are having a discuasion with workers, we must 
not forget other accttons of the community who live not from 
wages but from pensions. They are affected by infation in the 
same way as those earning a low wage, since pensions never keep 
up with the cost of living or with general wage increases. Let wa 
therefore spank for those sections without representation here, 

Ὑ, SHEINGEOSS iLebour Alignment): I think there is no dis 
agreement on the atartling dimensions of price-inflation in recent 
years, and during the past year in particular. During Tanti year, 
price-inflation waa lke a snowball, which rolled on to 14,502; for 
the last three years, the Agure was 40%, which must be compared 
with 16% in the previous period since 1957. 

I say, therefore, that inflation is damgeroua to the economy and 
to society, because it undermines confidence in the currency, 
also in our society. Inflation is a sharp instrument which punishes 
workers because they had the spirit to make use of thelr organiz 
ation, and to fight for the betterment of thelr conditions. Indation 
gomes along, in order to take back what they have gained in their

ae COHEN (State List): In my opinion, we must disctiss the 
causes of inflation, and not ite resulta, And the causes are the 
fact that there 1s no overall wages policy, and no economic policy 
at all, During the last two years, the economy has baen too taken 
up with fights over price rises, and power positions adopted by the 
present leadership of the Histadrut and the Government. 

And the results: in 1971 we reached a cost-of-living incrtase 
of 86%; in 1672, 149; and an increase of 205% is prophesled for 1972. 

B. MARGALIOT (Ha'oved Hadatt): It Js clear to all of ws 
that price rises badly effect the standard of living of the workers, 
and iu jorge measure reduce the real value of workers’ wages. Ὶ 
gee thia discussion not og a purty discussion.

I under- 
stand the feelings of havorim and of workers’ committess, and 7 
aympathize tn a truc labour spirit with thelr need to give expreasion 
to suffering und anger, However, this will not solve any problema, 
The problem ts much more serious, ond thore 16 nothing to suggest, 
since the end of an wpisede is the result of the thinking done before 
the episode, There aro fn Israci scverol objective fuctors producing 
inflation. Despite these factors, there [5 no need for inflation to be 
ΔΑ bad os it is. 

I think that by o directed operation it would be posaible to 
curb — 1 will not say entirely —= but it would be possible for 
inflation to be reduced to much below the 16-14% of laat year. 

A. MASIS (Ha'olam Haze): We know very well that inflation 
and price Mees are ἃ function and Peault of the economic policy of 
the Government, Thig Government 15. one in which the hegemony 
and majority are Ma‘srach (Labour Alignment), The Ma’atach in 
the Histadrut stages ἃ shoppers’ dtrike against the Ma’arath in the 
Government and the Knesset. 

ἘΦ GABAI (Ahva): The means for fighting inflation and for 
estan! a way to stop it can bo created by Government 
legislation, [5 the Government is prepared for such legisiation. Ap= 
parently, the Government now prefers inflation, The question is 
whether the members of the Ma'arach in the Executive want to 
fight Inflation. If they do, they can bring all preasure to bear on 
the members of the Government, and bring about a juster distribu. 
ton of the national income, end a reduction in social and economic 
inequality between the different sections and communities in Israel, 

Y. BIFTIN (Socialist Left): ὙΠῸ workers’ committees do not 
make sufficient use of the possibilities open to them to bring 
pressure to bear on the Executive. We stood this morning before 
the door of 2 Ma'arach meeting. We say thank you to those that 
did not forego 6% of the price rises, only 4%. I think that, despite

Secretary—General’s summing 
up and reply 


We have today had thea benefit of the active participation of 
workers’ committees. Wo did not think that the members of the 
Bxecutive, and representatives of the parties did not represent the 
workers, but we wanted a groater degrea of cooperation batween 
tha appointed representatives of the workers and the haverim 
atonding in the front line, at places of work, and we wanted to 
exchange views and ochicve mutual understanding, 

The clarification which has been held hero, and which ia being 
held between this organization and other groups in the State, 
demonstrates that we are, before everything, a democratic 1 
There are conflicting opinions on a problem, not because we do not 
believe in the sane thing, nor becouse we are not devoted to the 
same cause and belong to the same party. It is not only the big 
parties — the small parties, auch as the State List, also find them- 
Selves in dissension, and split up in the Knesset, 

‘We cannot remove ourselves from the existing difference of 
opinion. This difference exists not between believers and non- 
believers, and not between workers and those who are not workers, 
nor hetween pioneers and those who are not pioneers, nor between 
doers and nondoers, nor between socialists and nonsocialists, This 
je not the source of the dissension. Between people with the same 
bellefs, there fy a difference of opinion on how to overcome inflation, 
and on how to fight it. This serious and open dissension is evident 
in the Knesset, in the political parties, in the Ma'arach, and in 
Gahal, . 

‘This dissension on several basic subjects will not end with this 
meeting. It will be with ua tomorrow und the day after. 

One thing 18 beyond all doubt: The meeting was called in order 
to recruit al! workers, from all parties, all sections, and all trades, 
all of whom must unite with the Histadrut behind the programme 
for action and struggle, which the Central Committee brought to 
the meeting of the Histadrut Executive. 

In this meeting, the Ma'arach has proposed to the Histadrut 
Executive — and therefore to all workers in Israel, without ex- 
ception — that we should unite behind a system of war and. 
struggle, which we have clearly defined. And against this system, 
other systems of operation were put forward at this meeting. 
These systems were proposed in a legitimate and democratic 
manner by Gaohal, Maki, and other parties, and we must read and 
consider them. The proposals are not identical, and a decision 
muat be made on which to adopt. 

In the proposals of the Control Committee, the dissention 
between ua and the Government over u number of Government 
decisions ig defined. And we gall on tho Hixccutive and on tho 
workora of Isra¢l to help us in this Aght. We disngroo over price 
control. There has been a deelaion to breuk up und reduce the 
price-control sctup. We propose that it should bo restored to its 
former condition; not to brenk up, but to tighten up, extend the 
degree of contro] and inturvention, and prevent unurehy. 

There ig disagreemont over tho woges situation in Isracl, cad 
tho role of wagea in Inffation. We kacp a check on the situation, 
and every day you read how we protest all announcements of the 
Government in o moat serious manner. And up to today --- In- 
oluding the clarifiention by the Movement that took place yesterday 
dn another place. and in which I was sorry not to be able to 
participate — I have heard nothing on the decisive influence of 
accumulation of capital, the acquisition of riches, on interest, 
profiteering, conversion of foreign currency — ali things that are 
called discoveries of Histadrut economists. They are not discoveries 
of economists, they are the discoveries of the delegates of His- 
tadrut workers, those chosen by the public, not expert economists. 
We are proving that the enemy fs not the wage earner, not the 
Settler on the land, not working people, who all maintained self. 
discipline in 1970, 1971, and 1072, Please do not have any regrets 
about that. We cail on you to continue this self-discipline, We want 
to rein in these gelloping horses, the horses of inflation. We have 
done our part, and we claim that others should do their part, and 
this cannot be done without a change in Government policy. 

The Histadrut Executive proposes to reise again with the Gov- 
ernment, the employers, and all representative bodies in Israel the 
necesaity of sitting down at one table in order to carry out a moral 
stock-taking. We do not want war between us and the Government 
or between us and the employers. 

We want an organized economy, planned, reaponsible, and in line 
with the national objectives, 

If the Government of Israel is willing and able, and if the 
manufacturers and employers are willing to sit with us at one 
table, in order to ensure economic stability and a fair wage for the 
workers, we will be the first to make the thing possible, 

Qur proposal containg o clear moderate epprozch to all groups 
willing to sit with ua and discuss a common policy. With the 
means available to the Histedrut — shoppers’ strikes, the economic 
apparatus 12 the Trades Union Department, and workers’ com- 
mitteea — we must fight to protect the worker's wage. And if the 
meang we propose here do not produce the desired result, there 
axe other means, In my opinion, we are here fulfilling a decisive 
mission for the people of Israel and for the aecurity of Israel, and 
not merely for the narrow needs of the wage carner.

Air France carried 108,000 people 
on Israel flights last year 


By GEORGE LEONOF 
derasziem Post Aviation Correspondent 
NEY years apo Air France 
became the first airline to fly 
# scheduled service eastward out of 
Lod The plane wes ἃ Constella- 
tion, and the flight was a once- 
weekly hop to Teheran. It took six 
hours, but its importance at the 
time iay more in the political 
“breakthrough” than in the com- 
mercial aspects although the 
long-range advantages of the letter 
were βξοῖ minimized. 

Eight years later, by then no long- 
er the lone airline flying east from 
Lod, Air France extended the run 
to Tokyo. Today the French com- 
pary’s three Boeing Jumbo flights 
to the Par East weekly are among 
the most profitable on its world- 
wide schedule, and in 1972 showed 
the highest increase in income over 
the previous year — 55 per cent. 

Guy Hoyet, Israel director of Air 
France, speaks somewhat nostalgt- 
cally of the company’s close ties 
with Israel in the ‘fifties and early 
‘sixties. “I wasn't here then, but 
Air France was very much present. 
It opened its regular flights to Lod 
in August 1947 and kept dlying 
throughout the War of Liberation. 
Nor did its regular schedule stumble 
during the ,Sinal Campaign of 
1956." 

Last year Air France set a record 
in its Israel flights, for the first 
time flying more than 100,000 per- 
sons in and out of Israel — about 
108,000. 

Mr. Hoyet, who has been in Is- 
rael a littl more than 4 year, ex- 
pects another good performance by 
the airline this yeur following the 
20m. profit in 1972. At the begin- 
ning of April Air France will final- 
ly span the Pacific to complete a 
giobe-girdling route. The “ 
link" will be the Tokyo-Tahiti-Lima 
{Peru} hop, whieck will then con- 
tinue to Africa and Paris via the 
alternate routes of Santiago de 
Chile-Buenos Aires-Rio de Janeiro 
or Bogota-Caracas. Companies al- 
ready flying round the world in- 
clude Trans World, Pan-American 
Japan Airlines and B.O.4.C. 

Air France concedes that next 
year will be a critical one. It will 
put into the operation the European 
Airbus — the 260-seat continental 
“ferry” Tove its base from 
Orly airfield to Rolssy, north of 
Paris, and, of course, prepare to 
introduce the supersonic Concorde 
into its schedule in 1975. Mr. Hoyet 


described Roissy airport, which took 
12 years to bulld “completely from 
scratch on virgin land," as the most 
modern and beautiful “at least in 
Europe” — 2 prototype of airports 
of the next decade or two. 

Turning, inevitably, to the pros- 
pects of the Concorde, Mr. Hoyet 
said it was no secret that failure 
of the large American airlines to 
take up their options dealt the 
supersonic airliner a severe blow, 
hut not a mortal one. “We have 
already established that it is a 
technical success, and we are con- 
vinced it will prove a commercial 
success," he added. 


Ecology 


Alr France expects to fly super- 
sonic to the U.S. South America 
and the Far East (via Siberia) in 
1975. Air France's Israeli chief 
claimed that the “ecological” and 
noise factors in arguments against 
the Concorde were exaggerated. It 
was, in fact, a new and expensive 
aircraft, and in his view the real 
reason why the major western air- 
lines were shunning it lay in their 
economic difficulties. The American 
companies have not yet cashed in 
on their investments in the new fa- 
milies of wide-bodied planes like 
the Boeing Jumbo and the Dougias- 
McDonnell DC10, and were under- 
standably hesitant about further 
heavy outlays on a controversial 
plane. 


“But the Russians now say they 
will begin commercial flights with 
their supersonic T1j-114 next year. 
B.O.A.C. and Air Frante are to 
follow a year later. Once these 
ultra-fast planes are on regular 
runs, it is hare to imagine that the 
other major world girlines will al- 
low two of their number to corner 
the "snob" trade in the West, and 
retain such a monopoly at least for 
the next five years,

must be prepared to pay something 
like 30 per cent more thac 
current price of a Sret-clas:

Two boys are 
charged in 
fatal Paris 
school fire 


PARIS. — A judge charged two 
14-year-old boys yesterday with 

a fire in their school here 
which killed 22 schoolmates and a 
teacher. They could be sentenced to 
10 to 20 years’ imprisonment. 

Five other boys are being question- 
ed, police said, but no decision on 
has yet been made. 

Police said the principal instigator 
had been reprimanded at the school 
several times for unruly conduct, 
and they quoted him 85 saying to 
his friends: “If that’s the way things 
baits going to set the school on 


Judge Jean Sablayrolles formally 
charged ‘the two boys with “volun- 
tary arson resulting In death,” 
Judiciary officials said Since the 
boys are minors, their names have 
not been released. They are being 
detained in an observation centre. 

‘The school, on Rue Edouard Pail- 
leron in a working class district of 
Paris, burst into flames last Tues- 
day night, trapping children and a 
teacher who were taking an out-of- 
hours musie¢ class. 

‘The blaze caused a public outcry 
and charges of poor construction. 
Most of the building was made of 
light, prefabricated material. 

Police said they became suspicious 
when they questioned pupils and 
noticed some were mervous and 
others seemed to be covering up. 

A boy then told investigators: 
“One of my friends started the fire.” 

Police said their inquiries reveeled 
that the seven boys went to the 
school to see a movie, “Alexander 
The Happy” given at the school, 
After the performance, one boy 
broke a downstairs window and 
sptashed flammable sp!tit on chairs 
and walls while his friend stood et 
the door. The boy struck 2a match, 
then fled. 

Police said the two boys did not 
apparently realize that the music 
pupils were in the school 

‘The five still being questioned 
knew what their comrades were 
doing but did not take part and 
said nothing to the police. 

Bducation Minister Joseph Fon- 
tanet said yesterday “some obscure 
points” remained to be cleared up 
and the inquiry would be pursued.

QUIETLY INTO 
MALTA 


VALLETTA. (Gemlnl). — 
THE Chinese are coming to Malta, 
unostentatiously, in dribs and 
drabs and without any publicity, out 
welcome guests of the Government 
of Frime Minister Dom Mintoff. 
More are coming this month until 
an estimated 300 will be on this 
island. They are coming to help the 
Maltese Government in its quest to 
make the island economically viable 
and independent from the need of 
income from the: leas¢ of military 
bases. 

Among them will be engineers and 
techniclans who will help the Mal- 
tese Government build a dry-dock 
and quay capable of accommodating 
ships of 200,000 tons deadweight, a 
chocolate factory and a factory to 
meke ornamental end artistic glass. 

The projects will be financed from 
the £16.9m. interest-free loan China 
agreed to make available to Malta 
during Mintoff’s visit to Peking 10 
months ago. 

The friendship between little Mai- 
ta and the Communist giant of the 
Bast owes its beginnings to the dis- 
pute over the lease of Maltese bases 
to Britain in December, 1971, Min- 
Ἰοῦς had demanded from Britain and 
Nato £18m. a year for the bases. 
Britain refused to pay, but Nato, 
particularly Italy, feared that Malta 
would fall easy prey to the Soviet 
Union which has for long cast 
covetous eyes over the island, its 
sheltered harbours and airfields. 

When an agreement was signed 
after three months of tortuous nego- 
tiations it was stipulated that the 
bases and other facilities would be 
barred to all merabers of the War- 
saw Pact.

LOS ANGELES (Ofns). — 
ὙἨΞΞ upward curve of violence in Los 
Angeles revealed by newly-released figures 
for 1972 is bringing civic leaders, police chiefs 
and schoolteachers together in a new effort to 
deal with the crime problems of this smoggy, 
mixed-up metropolis. The homicide rate in Los 
Angeles County — a racial mixture of seven 
million people, often described as 40 suburbs 
in search of a eclty — has surpassed the pre- 
vious year’s figures by almost 20 per cent. 
Some 1,000 murders have been committed 
here in the past 12 months, many of them, 
says County Coroner Thomas Noguchi, “just 
senseless, merciless, vicious crimes, often 
against young people. A stranger walking down 
the street kills someone for no apparent 
reason. It happens like ἃ bolt of Ughtning.” 
Rape, robbery, schoolyard terrorism — all the 
statistics are rising in a wave of violence that 
is making law and order 2 major issue in this 
Ἴδετε mayoral elections. Most of the experts 
ave a pet reason for the increase: the social 
psychologists point to poverty, unemployment 
and lack of hope es the root cause of crime. 
Others say television has helped by fostering 
an atmosphere of violence in news and pic- 
tures of the latest horror which are flashed in 
moments’ into tens of millions of homes.

Attempts to do this are 
being made hy a variety of organizations, such 
as the Natinnai Association for the Advance- 
ment of Coioured People (NAACP), Operation 
Ereadbasket, the Urban League and many 
more. 

But their efforts are a drop in the bucket 
for a clty that has abandoned most of the 
educational and recreational programmes 
started after the Watts rlots of 1965, and 
now has a disck uncmployment rate for non-
